Shetland Fishermen’s 
Association has now agreed a 
draft constitution for a trust 
which will administer 
£100,000 of oil revenue. 
Shetland Islands Council has 
to agree to the constitution 
before handing over the 
£50,000 it will contribute to 
the capital. 

The council, in line with its

FISH EXPORTS to 
France will have to be 
covered by a health cer- 
tificate issued in the UK 
from August 28. This 
follows a new set of rules, 
drawn up by the French, 
which first oame to light 
in March this year. 

Certificates will have to be 
signed by health officers of 
district councils or port 
health officers. Exporters 
have been advised to contact 
their local Environmental 
Heulth or Port Health 
Departments, to notify them 
that they will require 
assistance and for details of 
the procedures to be followed. 

“The whole thing smacks 


of beaurocratic nonsense and 
will be yet another burden on 
the fishing exporting in- 
dustry," Ken Beelcon, 
secretary of the Federation of 
British Part Wholesale Fish 
Merchants' Associations, told 
Fishing News this week. 
There is also a feeling that 
this move could be a form of 
import control by the French, 
he added. 

Criticising the short time 
given to the scheme organis- 
ed.

A £750,000 oyster plan

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A review of fishing in Devon and Cornwall 


WITH THE WINTER 
mackerel season ap- 
proaching. the big question 
racing fishermen in Devon 
and Cornwall Is not how 
much can be caught, but 
how much can be sold? 
Although the upward trend 
in catches and earnings has 
been maintained, fears are 
now widespread that the 
progress that has been 
made — mainly as a result 
of the mackerel fishing — is 
threatened by an invasion 
of Btranger boats on the 
grounds. 

. Last winter, south-west 
fishermen had their first taste 
of high capacity Scottish 
vessels hitting the mackerel 
and over supplying the market. 
All the hard negotiated con- 
tracts with foreign customers 
became worthless as overseas 
buyers found themselves able 
to get mackerel at prices lower 
than they had ever anticipated. 
This winter, It Is going to be 
difficult to pin anybody down 
to a contract price. 

As rumours of a threatened 
invasion by Scottish purse 
seiners, plus middlo and distant 
water trawlers from Humber- 
side, grow, the hundreds of 
small Une crews know that this 
can only mean one thing — a 
price war in which the only 
winner will be the processor. 

With discussions underway 
on next season's prices, some 
Hne fishermen have already 
been told to expect no more 
than 40p a stone — all In! Many 
boats were sold last year when 
mackerel was fetching BOp a 
stone, and if present forecasts 
prove correct then boats could 
8o out of business in droves. 

. So this is the grim situation 
for West Country fishermen, 
what is being done about 

With only about six weeks to 
so before the mackerel are ex- 
pected to Btart shoaling off the 
Cornish coast, the Ministry of 
Agrloulture, Fisheries and

While massive East Euro- 
pean factory ships scoop up 
mackerel just outside the limit, 
there can be no fair method of 
limiting the way in which UK 
vessels operate; but lessons 
are there to be learned for the 
day when the UK does have 
wider limits. 

The proposed 36- miles off 
the south-west coast will make 
it an even more important area 
to British fishing, The only way 
to stop British vessels fighting 
over this fish will be to in- 
troduce a strict system of licen- 
cing — in relation to the 
markets available —with some 
preference for local fishermen. 
But 1 first, this will need a 
quota system. 

Last year, mackerel lan- 
dings in the south-west ports 
continued their spectacular ad- 
vance, reaching a record 
30,450 tons. This was almost 
10,000 tons up on previous 
years, and the value advanced 
to £1.0m. 

While mackerel dominated 
south-west landings, it was 
demersal fish which, con- 
tributed most to earnings.

Most of the crab catch 
landed at Devon ports ends 
up being processed and very 
few are sold on the fresn 
market. Processing means 
cooking by boiling, and then 
hand picking the meat for 
freezing into consumer and- 
catering packs of white and 
brown meat. 

While there are several 
crab plants in Devon, the best 
known is Browse Bros, of 
Paignton. This firm set up by 
Maurice Browse, MBET, 
produces an excellent product 
and represents a high stan- 
dard of processing. 

This company operates its 
own fleet, also buying from 
local boats and will handle 
over 100 tons of crabs during 
the four months of the main 
season.
